MR. VOTER, PLEASE READ 


A professional horse trader in disposing 
of a sweened horse will place his victim on 
the opposite side and vociferously proclaim 
the good points and carefully avoid men­ 
tioning the defect. 
A professional politician has many of the 
characteristics of the professional horse 
trader. 
If the professional politician is advocat­ 
ing the chronic officeholder he proceeds 


lo inDOW him as the personitication of all 
worthy achievements during his tenure in 
attice. 
It matters not with what ardor 
athers have labored for any given achieve­ 
ment, the result is always placed to the 
credit of his particular man. 
This is but 
the bushel of wheat argument. 
If when a 
certain party is in power wheat soars to 
a high price whether from causes of drouth 
or flood, still the party in power attributes 
the price to their tenure in office. 
Credit 
for any 
noble achievement 
is claimed 
whether brought about by effort of men or 
providence of God. 
To the professional politician the idea of 
good efficient city government is kept in 
the back ground. If his particular political 
party happens to have named a greater 
number of men that have been in any cer­ 
tain popular service than has the opposing 
party, then he casts, vile aspersions to raise 
passion and prejudice by insinuating that 
the other political party is dishonoring and 
giving a slap at that service. No advocate 
for good government will use such an argu­ 
ment. He who does so is simply trying to 
hide a defect in his horse. 
In the past twenty years the good citi­ 
zens of Sedalia have achieved many civic 
conquests. By a united pull of all interests 
the Missouri Pacific Shops were located in 
Sedalia. At that time there was a bi-parti­ 
san administration of our affairs, 
which 
fact encouraged unity of effort, 
and ac­ 
complished much. 
During the years of the not far distant 
past Sedalia has been threatened with the 
removal of valuable railroad interests. 
At 
such times the patriotic impulses of every 
true Sedalian has been raised and a united 
action has averted the danger. 
The most dangerous calamity of 
this 
kind that has threatened was an attempt 
during the war to remove the Katy division. 
In this struggle particular credit must be 
given to the five or six hundred railroad 
men that would have been effected by the 
removal. 
They appealed to Mr. McAdoo, 
the Director General of the Railroads of 
the United States, a government represen­ 
tative came here and a hearing was had. 
In this hearing the ability and patriotism 
of Sedalia railroad men wrere put to the 
test and not found wanting. 
No case was 
ever presented stronger, no better admin­ 
istrative and forensic 
ability 
displayed, 
than was displayed on that occasion by. 
the railroad men of Sedalia. The fight was 
theirs, the victory was theirs. 
For any professional politician to assume 
the credit of this achievement for some 
man he is pushing for political preferment 
is but a vociferous attempt to get the at­ 
tention away from the sweeney in his horse 
and is but a slap at the ability and layolty 
of the men who really fought the battle 
and won the victory. 
Many other achievements, glorious and 
patriotic, can be attributed to the citizen­ 
ship of Sedalia. In bond issue, Red Cross, 
and allied drive, Sedalia has a record 
of 
which any city may well feel proud. 
But 
it w'ould be a travesty upon common sense 
and common decency to attempt to bestow7 
the credit for these achievements of our 
people to any man that may 
perchance 
have happened to be drawing a salary for 
an official position in our city at the time. 
Sedalia has always borne the reputation 
of being public spirited and of attaining 
many achievements along the lines 
men­ 
tioned above. 
He who attempts to arro­ 
gate to himself the glory for these achieve­ 
ments is expressing but a poor opinion of 
the citizens of this 
community. 
Such 
achievements are the achievements of the 
whole people and should not be so dis­ 
torted anti so appropriated by petty ward 
politicians. Such achievements have been 
but the highest expressions of the capabili­ 
ties of our citizenship as a whole. 
Such achievements but demonstrate the 
possibilities of unexpressed powers along 
other lines; but such achievements should 
not be appropriated by any political party 
or political candidate or used to camou­ 
flage and to becloud any real issue that 
may be involved. 
Let the voters of Sedalia beware of such 
arguments of subterfuge and give credit 
for such achievements to the great body 
of men and women in this community who 
have ever stood ready to give of their time 
a#nd their means in the accomplishment of 
high and noble purposes.
